T was In the sprius of the 


year 1S94 that all London

Inexplicable circumstances. The public 
has already learned those particulars of 
the crime which came out in the police 
Investigation, but a KOiiil deal \vas sup- 
pressed upon that occasion, since the 
case for Ihe prosecution was so over- 
whelmingly strung that it was not nec- 
essary to brintf forward all the facts. 
Only now. at the end of nearly ten years, 
am I Mll.nved to supply those missing 
jinks which make up the whole of that 
.-emarkalile chain. The crime was of in- 
terest in itself, but that interest was 
as nothing to me compared to the In- 
conceivable setjucl, which afforded me 
the greatest shock and surprise ef any 
event in my adventurous life. 
Even 


now, after this long interval. I find my- 
self thrilling as 1 think of it ami feel- 
ing once more that sudden Hood of joy. 
amazement and incredulity which ut- 
terly submerged my mind. 
Let me 


say to that public, which has shown 
Borne interest in tiiose glimpses which 
I have occasionally given them of the 
thoughts and actions of a very remark- 
able man, that they are not to blame 
me if I have not shared iny knowledge 
with them, for I should have consider- 
ed it my first duty to have done so bad 
1 not Ixi'ii barred by a positive prohi- 
bition from bis own lips, which was 
only withdrawn upon the 3d of last 
month. 


It c;:n be imagined that my close In- 


timacy with Sherlock Holmes had in- 
terested me deeply In crime and that 
utter his disappearance I never failed 
to rend with care the various problems 
which came before the public. Ami I 
even attempted more than once for my 
own private satisfaction to employ bis 
methods in their solution, though with 
Indifferent success. 
There was none, 


however, whicb appealed to me Ilkn 
tills tragedy of Ronald Adair. 
As 1 


read the evidence at the inquest, which 
led up to a verdict of vrillful murder 
ngalnst some person or persons un- 
known, I realized more clearly than 1 
had ever (lone the loss whicb the com- 
munity bad sustained by the death of 
Sherlock Holmes. 


There were points about this strange 


busbies0 whicb would, I was sure, have 
specially appealed to him, and the ef- 
forts of the police would have been 
lupplemented or more probably antici- 
pated by the trained observation and 
the alert mind of the first criminal 
Dgent in Europe. 
All (lay as I drove 


upon my round 1 turned over the case 
In my mind and found no explanation 
which appeared to me to be adequate. 
At the risk of telling n twice told tale 
I will recapitulate tbe facts as they 
were known to tbe public at the con- 
clusion of the inquest. 


The Hon. Ronald Adair was the sec- 


ond son of tbe Earl of Maynooth, at 
that time governor of one of the Aus- 
trallin colonies. 
Adalr's mother had 


returned from Australia to undergo the 
operation for cataract, and she. her son 
Ranald and her daughter Hilda were 
living together at 427 Park lane. The 
youth moved in the best society—had, 
to far as was known, no enemies and 
no particular vices. He had been en- 
ftged to Miss Edith Woodley of Car- 
•taln, but th* engagement bad been 
broken off by mutual consent some 
months before, and there was no sign 
tbat It had left anj rery profound feel- 
Ing behind 'it. For the reel the man's 
life moved in a narrow and convention- 
al circle, for, his hablU were quiet and 
his nature unemotional. Yet It was up- 
on this easy going young aristocrat that 
death came in most strange and unex- 
pected form between the hours of 10 
and 10:20 on tbe night of March 80, 
1894. 


Ronald Adnir was fond of cards. play- 


Ing continually, but never for such 
stakes as would hurt him. He was a 
member of the Baldwin, the Cavendish 
•nd the Bac.-iteile card clubs. It was 
shown that after dinner on tbe day of 
his death lie had played a rubber of 
•whist al the latter club. He had also 
played there In tbe afternoon. 
The 


evidence of those who had played with 
him — Mr. Murray. Sir John Hardy and 
Colrmei Moran--showed that the game 
•was whist and that there was n fairly 
equal fall of the cards. Adair might 
have lost £fi, but not more. Ills for- 
tune was a considerable one, and such 
k loss could not In any way affect him. 
H« bad played nearly every day at one 
club or other, but be was a cautious 
player and usually rose a winner. It 
came out In evidence that In partner- 
ship with Colonel Moran he had actu- 
ally won as much as £420 In a sitting 
some weeks before from Godfrey 5111- 
ner and Lord Balmoral. So much for 
his recent history ns It came out at the 
Inquest.

more complex, lu the first place, no 
reason could be given why the young 
mau should have fastened the door 
upon the inside.. There was the possi- 
bility that tbe murderer had done this 
and had afterward escaped by tht> win- 
dow. The drop was at least twenty 
feet, however, and a bed of crocuses in 
full bloom lay beneath. Neither the 
flowers nor the earth showed any sign 
of having been disturbed, nor were 
there any marks upon the narrow strip 
of grass which separated the house 
from the road. 


Apparently 
therefore 
It was the 


young man himself who had fastened 
the door. But how did he come by bis 
dentil? 
No one could have climbed 


up to the window without leaving 
traces. 
Suppose a 
man had fired 


through the window, he would indeed 
be a remarkable shot who could with 


j a revolver Inflict so deadly a wound. 


Again, Park lane 1* a frequented thor- 
oughfare. There Is a cab stand within 
a hundred yards of the house. No one 
had heard a shot. And yet there was 
the dead man and there the revolver 
bullet, which had mushroomed out, 
as soft nosed bullets will, and so In- 
flicted a wound which must have caus- 
ed Instantaneous death. 
Such were 


the circumstances of the Park lane 
mystery, which were further compli- 
cated by entire absence of motive, 
ilnce, as I bave said, young Adair was 
not known to hare any enemy, ami DO 
attempt had been made to remove the 
money or valuables In the room. 


All day I turned these facts over In 


my mind, endeavoring to hit upon 
some theory which could reconcile 
them all aud to Bud that Hue of least 
resistance which my poor friend had 
declared to be the starting point of 
every Investigation. I confess that 1 
made little progress. 
In the evening 


I strolled across the park aud found 
myself about 0 o'clock at the Oxford 
street end of Park lane. A group of 
loalers upon the pavements, all staring 
no at a particular window, directed me 
to the house which I had come to see. 
A tall, thin innn with colored glasses, 
whom 1 strongly suspected of being a 
plain clothes detective, was pointing 
out some theory of his own, while the 
others crowded around to listen to 
what he said. I got as near him as 1 
could, but his observations seemed to 
me to be absurd, so I withdrew again 
In some disgust. As I did so I struck 
against an elderly, deformed man who 
had been behind me, and I knocked 
down several books which ho was car- 
rying. I remember that as 1 picked 
them up I observed the title of one of 
them, "The Origin of Tree Worship," 
and It struck me that the fellow must 
be some poor bibliophile who either ai 
a trade or as a hobby was a collector 
of obscure Tolumes. 
I endeavored to 


apologize for the accident, but it wai 
•Tiaeui irmi uiese DOOES wmen 1 n»a 
10 unfortunately maltreated were very 
precious objects la the eye» of their 
owner. With a snarl of contempt he 
turned upon his h«el, and I saw his 
curved back and white side whiskers 
disappear among the throng. 


My observations of 427 Park lane did 


little to clear up the problem In which 
I was interested. The house was sep- 
arated from th« street by a low wall 
and railing, the whole not more than 
Dve feet high. It was perfectly easy, 
therefore, for any oue to get into the 
garden, but the window was entirely 
Inaccessible since there was no water- 
pipe or anything which could help the 
most active man to climb it More puz- 
zled than ever, I retraced my steps to 
Kensington. 
1 had not been in my 


study rive minutes when the maid en- 
tered to say that a pernon desired to 
see me. To my astonishment it was 
none other thnn my strange old book 
collector, his slmrp. wizened face peer- 
ing out from a frame of white hair, and 
his precious volume*, a dozen of them 
at least, wedged under his right arm.

Tou (assert that the wall was sheer. 
That was not literally true. A few 
small footholds presented themselves, 
and there was some indication of a 
ledge. The cllIT Is so high that to climb 
It all was an obvious Impossibility, 
and it was equally Impossible to make 
iny way along tbe wet path without 
lieavlng some tracks.

The 


suspension of the Ohio life and trunt 
couipauy, in AuguM, 1857, started » 
financial crash, whose effects were fell 
throughout the couutry until tbe out- 
break of the rebellion four yean later. 
That corporation was laree for IU day, 
but lit liabilities were Insignificant com- 
pared with tbe amount of money tied 
up iu the juggles of the late rival chiefs 
of the Equitable company. Tbe Devliu 
Bank of Topeka was a larger concern,' 
and has had wider connections than 
had tbe wildcat banks In Indiana, 
whose collapf* helped to herald the 
smash-up of 1S93. 


Unlike the conditions in 1857 aud 


1878, 
the railway building in the couu- 


try today, with its far greater popula- 
tiou and immeasurably greater total of 
business activities, is notably small, 
amounting to less than 1300 miles of 
new track iu the past six mouths. The 
laud speculation of those panic days is 
non-existent now. Nor does the specu- 
lation iu railway stocks aud Industrials 
iu 1905 reach figures which are at all 
dangerous.

peril, and the empty treasury of those 
days has more gold now than cau be 
profitably utilized.

dent Heudricks that Senator Chauncey 
M. Depew not only received a salary of

leading Eastern lines announced iu tbe 
near future their adoption of the com- 
mon sense plan of hiring men in con- 
sideration of what they can do, irre- 
spective of their years.

tant po»t of H*cnlary of State to Ellbu 
Itoot aud Mr. Root ba» accepted. Thin 
bri*f announcement from 0>'Mtt Bay 
will prove au occasion of gratification 
to tbe American people who may rent as- 
sured tbat with Ibe international r*ia- 
tlonsof the United States In tbe baudsof 
so able a man as Elibu Hoot th*y will 
be well safeguarded. The feeling msems 
to be unanimous among public men 
aud many men In private life who keep 
In touch with public affairs, that tb* 
President aud tbe nation are to b* con- 
gratulated on the wisdom of tbe Presi- 
dent's selection aud ou the acceptance 
of a place at tb* cabinet table by Ellbu 
Root. The splendid work which Mr. 
Boot performed as Secretary of War i» 
regarded as a certain guarantee of bis 
success as Secretary of State. The man- 
terlv manner In wbicb be conducted 
the'arTairs relating to the Philippines 
lueurwliou. bis broad statesmanship, 
«» demonstrated lu bis conduct of the 
relations of tbe United States with 
Cuba, and bis remarkable foresight aud 
constructive ability as displayed iu bis- 
reorganization of the army aud Ibe mi- 
litia of the nation have all served tu 
demonstrate his remarkable ability and 
to eouvluce the people, as they have 
the President, of Mr. Boot's pre-euiiuent 
ability to conduct with credit and eclat 
tbe affair* of any department of tb*- 
gover.nrneut entrusted lo him. 


Siuce leaving tbe cabinet, eighteen 


months ago, Mi, Root has been en- 
trusted with numerous legal cases of 
great importance and it will require at 
least two weeks for him to sever bls- 
couuectiou with bit various clients. At 
tbe eud of tbat time be will come to 
Washington aud-take tbe oath of of- 
fice, but it Is probable tbat not uutil 
autumn will he come back to Wash- 
ington as a peimaneut resident. Tbe 
belief is generally expressed tbat when- 
Mr. Root does take hold of t^e affairs- 
of the Department of Stale he will In- 
stitute a new regime, Iliatmauyof the 
fossils who now cumber the offices of 
one of the moat Important departments- 
of the government will be compelled 
either to reform their methods aud to 
make some attempts to render a fair re- 
turn for. the compensation they receive 
or to baud In their resignations. Ae 
Secretary of War Mr. Root proved a 
cold, but a just employer. He was. 
quick, to reeoguize merit where merit 
existed, but was invariably Intolerant 
of slack methods of dolug business aud 
gave short shrift to tbe tueu who were 
disposed to regard government employ- 
ment as a political "snap" carrying 
with It the prlvilegetof drawing salary 
without doing much, if any work. As 
Mr. Root's reputation, lu this regard 
has traveled before him there is some 
consternation among the barnacles of 
tbe Department of State. 
Tbe Presideut's-determiuation to as- 


certain thj actual facts surrounding the 
conduct of the Panama railway and 
the effect of its oxoluslve contract with 
the Pacific Mall Steamship Company 
was clearly demonstrated when he sug- 
gested to Secretary Tafl the appoint- 
ment of Joseph L. liristow, former 
Fourth Assistant PostmasterGeneral, as 
special commissioner to investigate this- 
important subject. 
The findings of. 


Mr. Bristow and his reeommeudiitious, 
bused ou a most thorough investigation 
of the entire subject, are likely to prove 
»s unwelcome to the railroads and their 
friends in Congress as has .the Presi- 
dent's Insistence on railway rate legis- 
lation; as unwelcome even as .Mr. Bris- 
tow's own report on the interference-of 
members of Congress with the pelty 
appointments and allowances of the 
Post-office Department. That Mr. Biis.- 
tow has arrived at the facia in connec- 
tion with this case, however, no one 
who knows-him can doubt. • 


After a most extencive investigation 


conducted on the grouud, Mr. Bristow 
recommends that ihe government con- 
tinue to conduct tuePuuarna Railway 
as a common carrier and that Improved 
facilities for the transportation of freight 
aud passengers he provided as soon as 
practicable. He urges that tbe monop- 
oly hitherto enjoyed by the Pacific- Mail 
Steamship Compauy be abolished, call- 
ing atteutiou to the fact that a coamres- 
sioual committee as far back a» 1893 
found that the Transcontiueutal Rail- 
way Pool was paving the Pfcnanm 
Railway Company {900,000 a year for 
the privtlege of dictating the rates to 
be charged for transportation Tia tbe 
Istbmus. Tbe commissioner further 
finds tbat tbe Pacific Mali Steamship 
Compauy has made practically uo 
effort to develop or care for the trade of 
the Pacific coast, making Sau Fran- 
cisco Its only port of entry, although 
tbere would be ample business to war- 
rant further development of the service. 
While Mr. Bristow does not say so in 
so many words. It Is plain to see that, 
iu his estimation, the Panama Railway 
aud the Pacific Mall Steamship Com- 
pauy have found It more profitable to 
prevent commerce goiug between the 
two coasts of the United States oy way 
of Panama, and to accept such share 
of the spoils as the transcontinental 
railroads were willing to psy for this 
discouragement of commerce, than to 
develop that commerce at reasonable 
rates for transportation. Mr. Bristow 
recommends that the privilege of trans- 
porting commerce between tbe Panama 
Railway and other ports of North and 
South America Iw accorded to |auy ship 
seeking the business; that, if the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company refuses to 
give adequate service on the Pacific 
coast, an effort be made to induce some 
other company to do so, that an effort 
be made to secure efficient service be- 
tween the isthmus and the gulf ports of 
the United States, and that if such cnn- 
not he done,the Panama Railway estab- 
lish its own line of steamers to these 
ports; that the monopolistic contracts 
with steamship companies running to 
South American ports be abolished and 
that, practically, such relief as is possi- 
ble be afforded the consumers and ship- 
pers from the extortion of the transcon- 
tinental railroads. Of course this re- 
port will ruiae :i great hue and cry from 
the railroads and every effort of the 
powerful railroad lobby In Washing- 
ton will be directed to preventing the 
carrying OHt of Mr. Bristow's recom- 
mendations.

Tbe top of 
this dike Is very ragged aud tbe height 
of varying altitudes. Iu *ome places It 
i* twenty feet high aud several feet lu 
thickness, and again may be easily 
chambered over. The rock of which 
this wall of nature la composed is of 
a very porous character, oearlug oouie 
resemblance to purnicestoue, though 
much mure solid aud of greater specif- 
ic gravity. 


That entire reglou is of volcanic origlu 


aud evidently was once the scene of 
great eruptive activity. 
Scoria and 


lava abound, though the face of the 
country is uow thickly clad with tim- 
bei aud brush. The 'dike begius aud 
ends abruptly. 


The wall of the dike is evidently the 


result of volcanic forces, aud has uo 
doubt stood for many centuries. 
It 


stands clear from clinging rocks, has a 
narrow fouudatiou, with vertical walls, 
aud is very straight. 
Tbe mystery is 


what forces of nature could have piled 
up or left standing this rock formation 
so uniform. This dike has puzzled uot 
a few geologists who have visited ana 
examined it.
